she had rome from Monticello, that 
she had been on her \\ay to the home 
of Mrs. Dlllatush when she became 
confused and could not find the house 
She said that she finally became so 
weary that she laid down in the road 
She did not know what the hour was, 
but It was before daylight She could 
not even guess how long she had been 
there when found.

bad. water In Decatur. It is a small 


"AS a matter of fact the greater num- 
ber df deaths ate not caused by tne 
contagious diseases which are feared 
so much. Kidney trpubles, 
consump- 
tion and like diseases which are not 
classed with the'contagious 
are re- 
sponsible for the- 
majority 
of the 


deaths In this city. 
City Clerk Leach, has prepared and 
sent to Washington a tabulated ac- 
count of the cases of contagious dis- 
eases and the deaths reported during 
the year. 
Burial permits for 358 b«dies were 
issued in 1903. Of this number however, 
46 were brought here for burial from 
other places and 24 were due to pre- 
mature birth and are really not count- 
ed, so the actual number Of deaths in 
the city was 288. Estimating the pop- 
ulation to be about 24,000, this Is 12 
for every 1000 people living In the 
city.

JAPAN GENTLY HINTS 


That a Little; More Haste on Part *f 


Russia Would be Acceptable. 
Japs Hurrying Russia. 
Tokjo, Jan. 26—The Japanese gov- 
ernment has diplomatically intimated 
to Baron De Rosen, the Russian minis- 
ter, that an early response is desired 
to Jaoan's recent note to Russia. It 
Is calculated here that the -Japanese 
note reached' the Russian cabinet the 
afternoon of January 16, and It 1* felt 
that sufficient time has elapsed for its 
consideration and preparation of a re- 
sponse. Japan Is conscious of the possi- 
ble necessities of the military, situation, 
and is unwilling to permit evasions and 
delays designed to gain time. The fu- 
ture course of Japan- 'is a carefully 
guarded, secret. The length of time 
Japan Is prepared to await the pleas- 
ure of Russia is unknown. It seems 
probable .It has been determined to act 
decisively within a few days. Popular 
temper has, long opposed further delay. 
While many objected to Japan's taking 
the initiative the 
majority would 
welcome the Issuance of a brief ulti- 
matum and declaration of war if that 
should, prove ineffective. Some outside 
opinion here Inclines to the belief that 
the activity of Japan will be limited 
to. the seizure of Korea, which enter- 
prise IMs thought Russia 
would not 
•oppose. Japan proceeds with absolute 
secrecy and the people are even not In- 
formed of the exact nature of the .de- 
mands made on Russia.

Employment of labor is no 
longer a matter of bargain and con- 
tract, it is a matter for treaty, for dip- 
lomacy, or for war " 
The speaker then addressed himself 
to the causes of present conditions. Our 
early Industrial life, when everything 
was made at home, and when men of 
all occupations commingled as neigh- 
bors, was described, then the growth 
of the factory system, of corporations, 
and of labor union*, after which the 
feeling of sepaiation and estrangement 
that such conditions naturally produced 
between the several 
interests 
was 


brought out. 
Move In Different Circle*. 
"We have a common system of edu- 
cation," said the judge, "but our chil- 
dren no longer sit In the eStme schools. 
We have a common religion, but we 
worship in separate buildings. 
We 
have patriotism in common, and a flag, 
but the occasions that call It out come 
only at long Intervale No distance has 
proven so great as the distance be- 
tween men living in the same city, but 
Intel ested in different occupations and 
moving in different circles " 
The indifference of laboring men to 
the owning of property, even their 
homes, was then referred to and the 
underlying causes for this change, chief 
of which is the drift toward paternal- 
ism, 
inspired by labor unions. Calling 
attention to what he designated "the 
most recent phenomena In industrial 
evolution," the rapid withdrawal of the 
great middle body of our citizenship 
from ownership in the industrial prop- 
erties of the country, the speaker said 
During the last twenty-three years 


the capital deposited in the banks of 
the country has Increased nearly ?!»,- 
000,000,000 
This capital largely has 
come from men in the ordinary circum- 
stances of life. 
"It measures the capital detached 
during this period by this class ot our 
citizenship from active proprietorship 
in the Industries of the country. 
It 
marks a tremendous shift in the per- 
sonnel of active proprietorship—a shift 
as significant as if in that short period 
nearly one-half of the farmers of the 
whole country had sold out their lands 
and goods to a few men, loaning back 
to these, with which to carry on their 
enterprises, the larger part of the pur- 
chase money. 
The shift is due to the 
sense of insecurity the people feel in 
the ownership of corporate property, 
as corporations, under existing state 
policies, are now permitted to be or-

RESERVOIR SUPPLY GOT LOW. 


An inadequate filter plant for this 


time of yearns the cause of the muddy 
water of the past few days so Fred 
Lltterer, the chief engineer at 
the 


water works, says 
Tuesday and the day before the wa- 
ter that came from the hydrants was 
dirty In appearance and every one was 
objecting and wtmderlng why the wa- 
ter was not clear 
Mr. Lltterer says thatafter the rains 


when mud was washed Tiom the banks 
of the river into the water and when 
the water got high in the river the 
water was very muddy. It was 
run 
through the filter and (nto the reser- 
voir. It takes 6000 gallons of water 
to wash one of the tubs Iri the filter 
house and as there are twelve tubs and 
they must each be washed six or seven 
times a day it takes a good deal of wa- 
ter to keep the tubs clean so that the 
water can be filtered. 
The city has been using a good deal 


of water and the reservoir was getting 
low. 
There was not more than two 
feet of water in th,e bottpqi and the 
engineer was afraid to draw from the 
reservoir any more for fear that there 
would be a fire and the city would 
run short 
For a few hours the 
water 
was 
pumped direct from the river to the 
city so that the filters could continue 
to work and fill the reservoir. Now 
the water is being pumped from the 
reservoir and Is filtered 
Mr Litterer calls attention to the 
fact that last year and the year before 
he recommended that there be put in 
a new settling basin and four 
new 
tubs at the filter house as the plant 
is not large enough^to filter the water 
at this time of year when it Is es- 
pecially muddy. The. new arrangement 
of utilizing the old "tunnel helps some 
but Mr. Litterer says that four more 
tubs ftnd a settling basin are needed 
in order to have clear water to furnish 
to the city at all times of the year and 
be ready for emergencies

"At the bottom," said the 
judge, "is a stratum of bonds; next a 
stratum of stock, above that another 
stratum of bonds, on top of that more 
stock, then more bonds; then preferred 
stock, and at the end of all common 
stock, until all reasonable expectation 
is outran, mere hope being capitalized 
as If it were current coin. Corporations 
like these succeed only in successful 
times 
They are like, the cigar one 
smokes, the farthest end first falls in- 
to ashes, with a little hardening of 
times the ashes cre«p down; and when 
the times are actually hard, the whole 
is in ashes and scattered to the winds. 
This is not true of many, perhaps 
a 
'large majority of incoiporated enter- 
prises, but, unhappily, It is true of so 
many conspicuous examples, that the 
mere fact that an enterprise, otherwise 
trustworthy, Is incorporated, creates 
at once suspicion and doubt." 
"When we recall that ouslde of the 
country and city real estate more than 
one-half of the property of the coun- 
try is now corporate property, the ulti- 
mate effect of the existing state pol- 
icies respecting the organization of 
corporations—the free for all, go-as- 
you-please pplicy upon active proprie- 
torship by the people at large is clearly 
discernible. 
Here, then, in the other 
patrnauism—a paternalism more dan- 
gerous to republican institutions than 
the labor unions—tlie paternalism that, 
narrowing active ownership to the 
few who by acuteness or experience 
can fathom the Intricacies of corporate 
organization, leaves to the ordinary run 
of people no choice respecting their 
savings, other than to spend them as 
they are gathered, or to loan them to 
the masters of the corporate machln-
